Harvey Reddick is wearing the 
relaxed look of a man who has 
made his last, most important 
administrative decision 

He decided to resign 

Dr. Reddick will relinquish his 
position as Vice-President for 
Academic Affairs at CSUS at the 
end of the current semester 
Next fall he will resume teaching 
duties in the university's music 
department, specializing in 
music theory 


“I'm not quitting because of 
pressure, or stress, or bad health 
or anything else,” Reddick 
explained carefully. 

“There’s two things-I want to 


get back very much to 
teaching...I don’t talk with 
students much anymore. [| 


walked across campus the other 
day, sat down and chatted with 
someone | know-this is where the 
action is in this place. 

“On this job | spend far too 
instance, 


much time, for 


working for the 
system...working for the 
Chancellors, for the Trustees, 
the State Department of 
Education, the governor's office, 
the Department of 
Finance--whereas I'd really 
rather be putting my efforts on 
this campus...” 


Reddick began his 
administrative career in 1962 as 
chairman of the Music 
Department and consequently 
was appointed Director of 
Academic Administration. in 
1966, Dean of the School of 
Arts and Sciences in !967, and 
Academic Vice-President in July 
of 1971 


Upon. accepting each 
prometion with its increased 
administrative load, Reddick 


recalled, he would make a vow 
to himself to quit within a short 
time and return to teaching. 

Atter 3 vaeare in 
administration, he will finally 
keep one of those vows 

Reddick plans to use the spring 
semester to re-learn the teaching 
techniques and more 
complicated musical theories 
that were once, when he was 
teaching, second nature to him. 


“I couldn't possibly go back 
classroom next 
semester. The things I teach are 
require a 


into the 


very technical and 
great deal of preparation and 
continuity and whatnot, that I 
haven't been doing for seven 
years 

“So that’s what I'll be doing in 
the spring semester...literally 


hours in the library, working up 


all kinds of tape and other 
materials for courses, reading at 
home...All the information that 


I used to have at my fingertips is 


no longer there.” 

As Vice-President for 
Academic Affairs, Dr. Reddick 
was responsible for coordinating 
the university's ten schools, 
including the schools of Arts and 
Sciences, Continuing Education, 
Graduate Studies and Social 
Work, as well as supportive areas 
such as the library, the media 
center and academic planning. 


Under Dr. Reddick’s 16-month 
administration, the Women’s 
Studies Program was formed and 
incorporated into the academic 
curriculum, as were several 
ethnic studies programs. The 
Experimental Studies and 
Honors Program went through 
two changes of leadership this 
summer, when the program was 
still under the authority of the 
A, ademic Affairs Office 


Dr. Reddick takes greater 
satisfaction, however, in looking 
at the over-all change which has 
been effected during his years as 
in administratoi 

“If you take the place in 
1965--no, make it 62--and then 
in 1972, you wouldn't recognize 
this place...And that includes a 
million-and-one 
regulations we used to have, that 
have been thrown out the 
window, a student body that is 
in no way recognizable from

what it was before with no 
innovative programs, no 
flexibility...”” 


Reddick declined to speculate 
aloud about the name of his 
interim successor. 

“Somebody’s got to do the 
job, there’s no question. But 
that someone has got to be 
someone who really grooves on 
this kind of thing.”

Charges Against Education Dept. Representative of Society at Large

Recently voiced dissatisfaction 
with the educational ‘‘process” 
by students of this university 
was somewhat of an expected 
occurence dunng any normal 
school year. And while “the 
quality and form of education” 
were not ‘‘evaluated” last 
Wednesday at noon in Anthro 
209, some very important 
considerations surrounding the 
concept of “education” were 
brought to light 

The Education Department was 
charged with aiding and abetting 
racism, discrimination 
(apparently racial and against 
student nmghts), war-mongerism, 
qdeception, tack of 
communication and other 
realities of concern in todays 
society 


I don't doubt for a minute the 
fact that these charges are true. I 
have encountered these realities 
myself while a student seeking a 
secondary credential. Still, these 
charges are merely representative 
of our society at large, of which 
those people comprising the 
faculty in Education are merely 
a part. 


Those attitudes toward life are 
to be found in all of us, in one 
form or another. We all have 
biases and fears, which racism, 
deception, and the other realities 
illustrate in day-to-day living. 
Someone once said that anyone 
who's clean can go ahead and 
throw stones, and lay blame. 
That’s pretty harsh, but if we all 
understood the meaning of 
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integrity no one would make a 
move under those circumstances 
-- what end 
conflict 

But the ending of conflict is 
seldom the stated purpose of 
attacks upon institutionalized or 
personal biases and fears 
Usually retribution and 
satisfaction bring an end to the 
event.

Can anyone deny that 
Oppression and forced 
conformity are aspects of 
violence. Violence isn’t merely 
the destroying of life. Violence

off to education. Why? 


We are processed. The 
channeling, career counselling, 
catagorizing, grading, even the 


very stepping-stone process of 
moving from grade level to grade 
level are designed to produce a 
product - a product very much 
like Cool Whip.

Most likely security hides in 
our fears and biases. It hides in 





initiative and imagination? Sure, 
these spoken and unspoken laws 
make the system slip and slide a 


little easier down the road 
toward a ‘‘good and great 
America,” but is it worth it? 


Where does liberty fit into all 
of this? Where is liberty for 
those who hear a different tune, 
‘“*however measured or far 
away?” Our educational system 
stifles the very meaning of these 
terms 

During my trek throughout tHe 
credentialing process I was told 
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our defensiveness and our 
eagerness to attack others 
Certainly it hides in the violence 
of our educational system, a 
system which does not attempt 
to help us understand ourselves, 
but heips us hide from ourselves 


Security and comfort lie deeply 


in the false concept of 
“education.” 
Does education mean the 


programming of people so that 
they might find their place in 
society? Well, in the top circles 


of the hierarchy, it does. In 
February of 1971, Chancellor 
Glenn Dumke set in motion a 
program to improve the 


programming so that we might 
find place in life more 
rapidly. He introduced the 
concept of “equivalence exams” 
which could make an incoming 
Freshman into an “instant 
sophomore.” 

Since our educational process 1s 
geared to the accumulation of 
knowledge, why not aid those 
who have this basic knowledge 
in averting the boredom of G.E 
requirements? 

Apparently that’s the 
Chancellor's aim. Unfortunately 
they also help to destroy the

Debating is done between two 
teams of two each, in rounds 
lasting about sixty to ninety 
minutes. Alternating speakers 
present their team’s case in a 
constructive manner, and refute 
the points that the opposing 
team puts forth, in a manner 
called ‘‘clash’’. The team 
selected to present an 
affirmative viewpoint and case 


must have a philosophy, 
purpose, policy, and plan 
generally congruent with the 


topic of the year. 

The new topic, the one to be 
used until June, touches on a 
very important aspect of 
socialization. It is the limiting 
factor of the debate, embodied 
in the debater’s philosophy 
RESOLVED, That the United 
States federal governmentshould 
provide a comprehensive 
program of medical care for all 
United States citizens. Simple

students. Communication is the 
theme, and 
exercise goes toward enhanced 
communicative ability 

Debating is not simply standing 
up and arguing. Debaters put in 
about ten hours a week, 
eventually spanning certain 
portions of the Communication 
Studies curriculum: Public 
Speaking, Debate Workshop, 
Argumentation, Advocacy, 
Persuation, Advanced Forensics, 
and Debate Research Practicium. 

In addition to classroom 
studies and practices, forensic 
people are expected to go to the 
intercellegiate tournaments 
College forensic tournaments are 
anything but insignificant 
During this upcoming _ year, 
over thirty tournies in which 
CSUS will participate have been 
scheduled. Some _ tournaments 
present the full range of forensic 
events. Others carry only debate. 

These intercollegiate bouts 
occur everywhere-on this 
campus and throughout the U.S. 


every forensic 
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college public speaking because 
»f what you might have 
experienced in high school class, 
youll be pleasantly surprised 
College forensics is aided by far 
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these matches are 
groups such as American 
Forensic Association and the 
Pacific Southwest Collegiate 
Forensic Association. 

This year, the National Debate 
Tournament will be held at 
Annapolis, Maryland, where 
CSUS advocates will come up

against the best teams in the 
nation, from Harvard, 
Georgetown, MIT, Dartmouth, 


USC, and so on. It’s probably 
the very biggest event of the 
forensic year, and if CSUS’ 
squad is as good as the coaches 
think, we will be sending at least 
two teams 

The complete schedule of 
tournaments hasn't been drawn 
up yet, but there are three sure 
dates. The first tournament of 
the season was at CSU, Fullerton 
on October 13, 14, and 15, with 
debate only. There were two 
home bouts, both with a full list 
of events. One wason October 


20 and 21, and the other will be 
on January §.9 and 10. CSUS 
will also be handling two 


on-campus tournaments for high 
school speakers, with a list of 
events too long to mention 

If you have shied away from 
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better coaching, better organized 
tournaments, and most of all, by 
faculty, graduate, and law-school 
judges. 

If anyone would like more 
information about the forensic 
program, either Ms, O’Conner, Mr 
Dues, or Mr. Bryton will be glad 
to see you. Just drop by 
Communications Studies Rm. 
238 and you might just find out 
that forensics is for you. There 
are only about twenty teams 
right now-a few more wouldn't 
hurt. 

Coach O'onnor’s simple 
formula is “I get you into the 
Debate Research Practicium, I 
get you a partner, and then I 
teach you how to debate.”’ When

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Stonelake 
Is Not Yet

Contrary to common belief, 
Stonelake is not yet “saved”, 
and George McKeon is in the 
midst of another assault, not 
only on the environment, but 
against Sacramento citizens as 
well. 

The proposition “A” for park 
bonds on November's ballot 
provided funds to purchase the 
western half of Elliott Ranch, 
the land that McKeon has the 
iegal deed to, including the lake 
itself, but the measure can do 
pothing to guarantee that 
McKeon will sell. 


In addition, McKeon is going 
before the County Board of 
Supervisors today at 2:00 
pm, trying to get permission to 
build a 30,000 person suburb on 
the eastern half of the land, 
immediately across the proposed 
I-5 freeway route from the lake. 
An overpass at Elk Grove Blvd. 
would make this large 
concentration of people and 


industry just a very short 
distance from the lake itself, 
which is one of the last 


remaining havens in the Central 


Valley for migrating ducks, 
geese, swans, and other 
waterfowl. 


Environmentalists have 
criticized the proposal on 2 
grounds: |) If the population 
spills over to the lake area, it 
could damage the area as a 
habitat for the wildlife. A plan 
leaked to the press earlier this 
fall showed that McKeon 
Construction would “like” to 
build a golf course, boy scout 
and girl scout camps, and other 
facilities around the lake itself, 
and have ‘‘commercial 
recreation” within a couple of 
hundred feet of the lake. 
Commercial Recreation zoning 
could mean anything from 
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horseback riding, to go-cart track 
to the sports arena McKecx has 
spoken of McKeon 
representatives have been 
arguing that the plan for what 
they would “‘like” to do to the 
lake area should have no bearing 
on whether or not they are 
allowed to build the 30,000 
person suburb immediately 
across the freeway route 
Concern has also been raised 
about a possible overflow of 
people even if the area is not 
developed for commercial 
recreation 


2) The second criticism by 
environmentalists has been that 
the plan represents poor land 
use, and poor urban planning A 
suburb at that location would 
extend the urban concentration 


far out into the surrounding 
countryside, in what is 
commonly called ‘‘leapfrog 


development.”” Development to 
such distances makes the 
extension of services more 
difficult, including mass transit 
Automobiles going to the city 
also have to travel greater 
distances.

could let it pass, since we are not 
yet as bad off as some cities, like 
L.A., but among the likely 
options they could choose from 
is a ban on older (pre-1970) cars 
on smoggy days 


At the same time that McKeon 
is proposing his suburb, he is 
also increasing his attack upon 
those who have been working to 
defend the lake. Last spring he 
filed an $80 million lawsuit 
against five Sacramento citizens, 
including this reporter. About 
the most wealthy of the five is a 
teacher at American River 
College. These people were 
forced to raise funds for a 
defense and go to court 


The hearings have been 
proceeding in the direction of 


dismissal, but McKeon is now 
making a strenuous effort to 
start depositions again 


Depositions are a form of legal 
interrogation, and are very 
expensive. They can run up costs 
of thousands of dollars very 
quickly. 


One of the defendants has 
commented that it seems to be a 


Another assault on the environment, 


and on Sacramento citizens as well 


This comes at a time when the 
US Environmental Protection 
Agency has announced that they 
expect Sacramento will have 
difficulty meeting the air quality 
standards set for implementation 
by 1975. If Sacraments could 
nol meet such standards, by 
then, the EPA would have the 
authority to take action 


themselves to control air 


pollution. For Sacramento, they 
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last ditch effort by McKeon to 
keep from being thrown out of 
court, and possibly an effort to 
keep the suit alive in hopes of 
intimidating people who might 
plan to speak at today’s 
hearing.

‘Organic gardeners see the 
mess around us and live a life 
that makes no mess. And as their 


number increases, so will the 
quality of the world around 
them. 


“These organic gardeners have 
made a personal commitment to 
do something about the 
environmental! today 
While industry and government 
postpone making a meaningful 
commitment to improve the air 
we breathe, the water we drink, 
the soil we trod, and the food 
we eat, Organic gardeners 
pioneer and preserve—living on 
an ecological frontier with 
obstacies every bit as harre-wing 
as any in the past.” 

The above quote, from “The 
Basic Book of Organic 
Gardening", exudes some of \he 
fervor which organic gardenurs 
have for their lifestyle. I felt the 
intensity of that fervor as I read 
that book this summer, and as I 
worked in the hot sun, pulling 
weeds and turn g the soil, 
planting my first organic garden 

The people organizing the 
Sacramento Natural Foods 
Co-op show the same deal 
Organic gardeners have for their 
hobby and livelihood. They have 
the fire in their eyes that is the 
mark of a revolutionary, but 
they are the most peace-loving 
and sharing group of people I 
have ever met. They are just a 
group of sort of ordinary people, 
who are brought together by 
their common purpose-—which is 
to get good quality food at 
cheap prices 

The Natural Foods Co-op has 
been in existence for a couple of 
years now, but it is just starting 
to open up its new store. The 
old Natural Foods Co-op was 
really run by one guy, and a few 
active members did all the work 
to keep this thing together. An 
average of about 40 people went 
to their monthly meetings, 
where they placed orders and

paid for food that they would 
pick up the following week. By 
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Good Food 


ordering food in bulk, they were 
able to get it at wholesale prices 
and sell it to members at cost 
plus 10%. At their October 
meeting, they were notified that 
the Draft Help Center, where 
they were holding their monthly 
meetings and storing their food, 
needed the space that the Co-op 
was using, and so they would 
have to move 

So, the people in the Co-op got 
together, along with some new 


people, and rented a store at

1525A 16th St. They appointed 
several committees to take care 
of the different aspects of 
setting up a business, and in this 
way are sharing the various 
responsibilities of running a food 
store. None of the help is paid, 
as there are enough members 
that donate four or five hours a 
month to work in the store. 
Although the co-op is not yet 
able to shelve food items so that 
you can just walk in and pick 
out what you need, it will now 
be possible for people to order 
their food any time dunng store 
hours, and then pick it up eight 
days later when it comes in. 

In order for somecne to buy 
food at the low prices which the 
co-op offers, it is first necessary 
to become a member by paying 
the $5.00 initial fee which the 
members unanimously decided 
to assess themselves, plus a 
$1.00 per month active 
membership fee. All items will 
be sold to members at wholesale 
cost plus 10%. d It will be 
possible in a short while for the 
Sacramento Natural Foods 
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ht Together To Get

All membership fees are used 
only for paying the rent of the 
building and buying equipment, 
such as dairy 
products and produce, as there 
are no salaries to pay. Members 
will save considerable on their 
monthly food bill. For example 
a person spending $45.00 a 
month shopping solely at Real 
Food’s will spend only $33.00 
per month by shopping at the 
co-op, located just one block 
away, near the corner of 16th 
and P Streets. This is because 
Real Food’s has a mark-up of 
50% over wholesale (50% of 
food costing $30.00 wholes sale 
is $15.00, added together equals 
$45.00 which is even higher than 
their usual 50%. Health food 
stores sometimes have a mark-up 
as high as 100%, quite a 
difference from 10%! The co-op 
will sell food to non-members, at 
an average of 5% less than the 


coldcases for 


price which their nearest 
competitor sells the same 
product for, so that it can be 


said that the co-op will be the 
cheapest place in town to buy 
food! 
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should be 
emphasized that the co-op is still 
very new, and that it will not be 
able to offer any drastic savings 
io the non-member public, 
unless it first establishes a fairly 
large membership of people who 
are interested in pre-ordering 
their food. The Sacramento 
Natural Foods Co-op store is 
already open and accepting 
between the 
hours of 11:00 am and 7:00 pm 
Tuesday through Saturday. The

apple juice would cost you 
$1.38 at the co-op, $1.40 at 
Lucky's (and their products are 
by no means organic'), $1.70 at 
Real Food'’s, and $2.25 at 
Dane's Health Foods. Carrots 
will cost you $.10 per Ib. at the 
co-op, while they are $.15 per Ib 
at Lucky's and $.16 per Ib. at 
Real Foods. Fertile eggs which 
cost $.96 at Real Food’s will 
cost $.77 per dozen at the co-op 
Oranges will sell for $.12 per Ib 
at the co-op, while they are $.20 
per Ib. at Real Foods and $.19 
per Ib. at Lucky's. Members can 
buy brown rice at the co-op for 
$.23 per Ib., while the prices 
range from $.26 to $.34 per Ib 
elsewhere. And, as many 
members of the co-op are also 
Oorganice gardeners, they will sell 
their own produce to fellow 
members. Hopefully, in a few 
months, the co-op will be able to 
offer the produce in 
town, with the greates variety, 
along with the lowest prices 
Best of all, the co-op will soon 
be accepting food stamps!

He was critical 
of one cliam often made by the 
utilities, that we need such 
increasing amounts of electricity 
in rder t protect the 
environment. He said the real

going to be heading toward the 
day when we can expect to see 
and experience the gloom he is 
warning us of. However, he also 
discussed some new directions 
to avoid this 


Io illustrate how rapid the 
growth rate of electricity is, he 
pointed out that if we keep the 
present spiraling growth rate, in 
140 years America will have 
coast to coast power plants, with 
no room for the people 

Bringing the problem closer in 
time, our present growth rate 
means that by 1985, we will 
need an additional new 1,000 
megawatt (large size) plant every 
12 days, just to keep up. The 
amount of money to be spent in 
this next 13 years comes to 374 
billion dollars, just to match 
increases in electrical 
consumption 


Qn a year to year level, this 
means an annual growth rate ol 
8-9%. This means that our 
country will be using twice as 
much electricity in 8 or 9 veare 


as they are today, and tour times 
as much in 16 or 18 years 

Veigel pointed out that the 
population growth rate is only 
about 1% and said that therein 
lies the problem. Veigel disputed 
the claims made by the utilities 
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environment is only a small 
fraction of the growth rate, and 
said that the real reason for the 
growth rate is because of other 
factors, such as advertising, and 
unwise technological decisions 
that require too much 
electricity 





One example Veigel gave of 
incorrect priorities was in the 
area of home heating. He 
criticized the utilities for 
advertising in favor of heating 
homes with electric heaters, 
which are particularly wasteful, 
compared with other sources 
Veigel said that only 8% of the 
homes in the U.S. use electric 
heating, but that these 8% 
consume 50% of the electricity 
used by households in the 
nation. He said that the 
efficiency of using electricity for 
home heating is so low, and the 
wastefullness is so high, 
compared with other possible 
sources, that “perhaps it should 
be illegal to use electricity as a 
means of home heating.”

Veigel said that there are many 
things we can do to help return 


to a more reasonable energy 
situation. To mention just a few, 
besides curtailing electrical home 
heating: |) Better insulation in 
new housing would reduce the 
need for air conditioning, 2) 
Construction of new buildings 
with windows that open rather 
than remain closed, so that they 
would not have to be air 
conditioned 365 davs of the 


year. (Aw conditioning is a 
heavy electrical load, especially 
in the summer peak demand 
time.) Instead of gearing 
electrical production to match 
the peak load time, they could 
gear instead to meet the normal 
load, and use some of the new 
methods of storing energy for 
meeting the peak load times. 3) 
Using returnable food and 
beverage containers would 
greatly reduce the electrical 
demand. Large amounts of 
electricity are used to 
manutacture, and even recycle, 
beverage containers 

Veigel said we could help 
eliminate some of the risks from 
nuclear power plants by using 
alternatives such as solar energy, 
but that the real solution has to 
be a reduction in the spiraling 
growth rate 


He pointed out that in the L.A. 
area, even if we could meet the 
growth rate, just the excess heat 
from electricity production 
would raise the average annual 
temperature in L.A. by the year 


2,000. Besides causing 
climatological and ecological 
imbalances, this change in 


temperature would put a much 
greater load on air conditioning, 
and thus actually create its own 
greater demand for electricity. 

As one final example of 
misplaced priorities, Dr. Veigel 
said that each person in London 
used to produce 456 cubic feet 
of natural gas per year, and that 
the sewage plants used to extract 
this gas from the sewage to fuel 
their sewage processing plant 
However, they have now 
switched to electricity because it

Again, you might 
well be in competition for seats 
and service with the locals and 
the earlier you go the better 
your chances for speedy service 
For a good, reasonably priced
